The conv ention was called to order 
promptly at one o’clock this afte r­ 
noon, by Elmer Bassett of Shelby - 
v isile, retiring chairman. 
Jam es E. W atson was made per­ 
manent chairman of the meeting and 
deliv ered a great speech endorsing 
Mr. T aft’s administration. Mr. W at­ 
son criticized the Democratic con­ 
gress and Finly Gray . 
Mr. Watson 
was cheered many 
times and this 
speech was considered one of the best 
ev er giv en at a conv ention. 
Harmony reigned su preme at 
the 
meeting and the best of feeling ex ­ 
isted. 
Mu ch enthu siasm was shown 
throu ghou t the conv ention and the 
new district chairman was 
giv en a 
rou sing reception by the delegates 
when lie was a cel aimed to the office. 
The resolu tions 
adopted by the 
conv ention indorse tlie administration 
of President Taft and denou nce the 
adm inistrate o of Gov ernor Marshall. 
President T aft is 
praised for the 
stand he has taken against the tru sts, 
mid the conv ention went on record 
as fav oring the rev ision of the tariff 
according to tin* findings of the 
p r e s - 
ent tariff boa id. 
The 
resolu tions 
adopted by the eon v ent it *n are as fol­ 
lows : 
We indorse heartily the admin is- 
tration of William Howard Taft, who 
has been faithfu l to the tru st in>|>osed 
u pon him and honestly endeav ored to 
carry ou t the principles* of the Re­ 
pu blican

platform 
u pon 
which he was nominated and elected. 
We especially commend his iu forec- 
nient o f the Sherman anti-tru st law 
and his efforts to bring abou t the dis­ 
solu tion of great corporations doing 
bu siness illegally contrary to the law.

Secretary Meyer Gomes Out In 


a Plain Talk. 


HE BERATES THE DEMOCRATS 


Head of Nav y D epartm ent Condemns 
Economy Program of the Hou se Ma­ 
jority, Declaring T hat a Strong N av y 
Now Is Absolu tely Essential to This 
Cou ntry to Enable It to Fu lfill Its 
Obligations. 


Washingto n, J an. 31.— Secretary o f 
the Nav y Mey er, in a statem en t no ta­ 
ble for its directness and plainness of 
speech, has spoken ou t w hat was 
in his mind abou t th e action of the 
hou se D em ocrats who in cau cu s w ent 
on record against any appropriation 
for battleships this year. 
Secretary 
M eyer declares th a t th e Dem ocratic 
party took a step backw ard and gav e 
another illu stration of gov ernm ent by 
snap ju dgm ent. 
By im plication the 
secretary charges th at the D em ocratic 
party lacks th e cou rage to achiev e 
real economy by abolishing needless 
nav y yards which are costing the gov ­ 
ernm ent sev eral m illions of dollars a 
year 
for 
m aintenance 
alone. 
H e 
points ou t th a t ev en w ith the contin­ 
u ation of th e two battleships a year 
program , the U nited Staes will fall 
behind in he nav y owing to the de­ 
terioration of old ships, and adds that 
a strong nav y is now absolu tely essen­ 
tial to this cou ntry to enable it to fu l­ 
fill its obligations. 


Ex pect to Hear Fro m Peo ple. 


Officers of the nav al serv ice gener­ 
ally w ere not a t all relu ctan t to giv e 
th eir v iews as to the action of the 
Dem ocratic cau cu s. The general opin­ 
ion w as th a t the D em ocrats wou ld find 
them selv es su pporting a policy In op­ 
position to the will of the m ajority of 
the people. 
The prediction was freely 
m ade th a t the hou se m ajority wou ld 
rescind its cau cu s decision and decide 
in fav or of at least one battleship this 
year. 
Nav al officers here are con­ 
v inced th at the cou ntry is solidly be­ 
hind the program for a large nav y. 
Secretary M eyer this 
year asked 
congress to appropriate for the con­ 
stru ction of two battleships and two 
colliers at a cost of abou t $20,000,000.

Again, on May 17, 1911, Rhodes rep­ 
resented that he was negotiating for 
the sale to the United States Steel 
corporation or a railroad he Owned in 
Pennsylvania. 
He needed money for 
legal and other expenses ‘and prom­ 
ised his correspondents a lump sum of 
$ 20,000 when the road was sold if they 
would help him. 
On Aug. 17, 1911, Rhodes is charged 
with representing that he owned an 
option on 240 acres of land directly 
across the street from the site of the 
new plant which he said the United 
States Steel corporation was to build 
at Conneaut Pike, seven miles from 
Erie, Pa.
